for the year starting next July I 
looks awfully big to a lot of tax­ 
payers who will have to foot the 
bill.

The difficulty is that they are 
not given enough unbiased infor­ 
m ation on which to make intelli­ 
gent cuts. Probably 99 per c e n t: 
of the testim ony in hearings is 
for the budget requests-, and very-

argum ent 
against 
them . I 
They hesitate 
to 
vote 
blindly 
against White House estim ates of 
what is needed. 


This 
hesitancy 
is 
especially ; 
true in the case of defense and 
foreign aid estim ates. No con-1 
gressm an wants to weaken the; 
national defease. The two com ­ 
bined — 
military functions and 
foreign a i d — amount to $45.3 
billions or alm ost two-thirds 
of 
the 1958 fiscal year budget. 


The international situation be­ 
ing what it is, there isn’t much 
chance that Congress will over­ 
ride Presidential objections and 
whittle any sizeable chunk off de­ 
fense and foreign and spending. 
It isn ’t however too difficult to 
detect a feeling on Capitol Hill 
that som e of our allies ought to 
be doing more for them selves. 


It takes $7.4 billion a year just 
to pay the interest on the $269 
billion national debt and that, of 
course, can ’t be cut. The debt 
c a r r ying charge accounts for 
more than IO cents out of every 
dollar 
collected 
in taxes. 


That leaves only about $20 bil­ 
lion for all other government ex­ 
pen s es, and odds are against 
Congress cutting those as much 
as IO per 
cent. 
So, 
you can 
look for very little reduction in 
governm ent 
spending 
— or in 
taxes, for that matter.

FOR FOUR DAYS this week 
the House has been considering 
the appropriations bill for 
the 
Departments 
of 
Labor 
and 
Health, Education and 
Welfare 
and half a dozen other agencies. 
The bill came out of the Ap­ 
propriations Committee with cuts 
t o t a l ing $118,774,700 below the 
President’s request. We are re­ 
ducing it further. 
I am encouraged by the con­ 
sistent attitude of the House this 
session toward reducing spend­ 
ing. It is, of course, strengthened 
by the public demand for cuts. 
As we apply the cuts everyone 
realizes that there will be howls 
of anguish from many quarters, 
but I think everyone will agree 
that the wise course is to con­ 
tinue to reduce the budget w hen­ 
ev er feasible. We will make some 
mistakes. We may reduce some 
items below where they should 
be, but I find it is easier to 
correct that sort of error later 
Where it is demonstrated that 
we have cut too much, it can 
be restored in a 
supplemental 
appropriations bill. However, if 
we appropriate money that 
is 
not wisely and prudently spent, 
I know’ of no way to get it back. 
With that thought in mind I will 
continue to support the drive to 
reduce the Federal budget. 
THE HOUSE and Senate this 
week approved for Presidential 
action H R 4090 which 
would 
extend 
corporate

and 
certain excise taxes for a period 
of 15 months. As passed by the 
House the extension would have 
been

Senate differed and the House 
accepted its amendment. 
ANOTHER

from $10,000 to $13,500. In its 
report the Committee 
on Vet­ 
erans Affairs found that in 126

: lion veterans some 40 per cent 
had received home loans while 
in 1,635 rural counties with a 
veteran population of 3.2 million,

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HOSPITAL WOULD SERVE WHOLE COUNTY

W e made a little survey this week 
ve only citizens of Hondo and the im- 


of babies born in Hondo s Medina Hos­ 
pital during the month 
of March in 
order to find out a little more about the 
area that our present facilities serve. 
O f the 26 babies born in the hos­ 
pital, less than half were from the city 
of Hondo— 12 to be exact. The break­ 
down of the other 14 included 4 from 
D'Hanis, 2 from Lytle, 2 from Natalia, 
I from Carrizo Springs, 2 from Devine, 
I from Mico and 2 from rural routes 
out of San Antonio which come into 
Medina County on the east. 
This accounts for maternity cases 
only — the surgical, medical and acci­ 
dent cases were not taken 
into con- 
sideraion although they, 
too, 
came 
from all corners of the county. 
W e made this survey merely to il­ 
lustrate that, contrary to the opinions 
of some, a new hospital would not ser- 


mediate area. Privately owned as it is 
now, the institution draws patients from 
a wide area. 


And so undoubtedly a new county 
hospital with the very latest in equip 
ment and laboratory 
facilities would 
draw even more patients who now, for 
need of some 
special 
medical tests, 
must presently go 
into crowded and 
impersonal San Antonio hospitals. 


A county hospital would do all this 
for the citizens of Medina County, yet 
not hurt the business of Castroville^ 
fine little hospital. Dr. Milton Pecker of 
the Jourdanton hospital emphasized at 
the recent meeting in Hondo that their 
new facilities had not hurt the business 
of the Pleasanton Hospital, which is in 
the same county and only five miies 
from county seat Jourdanton._______ 


Action N eeded O n H ondo Key Rotes 


Hondo now has a fire marshall who 
says he will file written reports with 
the State Insurance Department in Aus­ 
tin on time. 


A fire marshall s job is to inves­ 
tigate all fires and make regular in­ 
spections of merchantile, manufactur­ 
ing and public buildings, report of the 
same to be made to the Texas Fire In­ 
surance Department. The city is pena­ 
lised three cents on key rates because 
the fire marshall, until the appointment 
of a new one, had not been filing writ­ 
ten reports on time. 
-«•# -• 


Thousands of dollars are being paid 
in insurance preminums by Hondo citi­ 
zens — thousands of dollars that do 
not necessarily need to be paid. 


Hondo, in our opinion, has one of 
the best volunteer fire departments in 
the state. But, written reports of the 
fire department drills must also be fil­ 
ed in Austin. These reports are being 
sent to Austin now. 


Even though Hondo s fire depart­ 
ment is as good as any volunteer de­ 
partment in the state, 
the key rate is 
still 64 cents. W hy? 
Several reasons make key rates in 
Hondo what they are. First of all, Hon­ 
do has grown since key rates were first 
established — new homes, new busi­ 
nesses, better fire fighting equipment 
have been added. More homes built 
now have non-combustible roofs and

water mains .are larger. W hy then is 
Hondo’s rate high? 
Only one answer can be given for 
high key rates — Austin doesn t know 
Hondo has grown. 
They don t know 
w e have an excellent fire department 
and are trying to reduce fire hazards 
wherever possible. There is only one 
w ay for them to find out and that is 
by reading written reports filed in their 
office. 
The City Council has set a $5 per 
month salary for the fire marshall, and 
has appointed Orby Swatzell to that 
position. Swatzell has made every call 
the fire department has made — one 
of his jobs. He has investigated each 
fjre — another of his jobs. 
Bill Crow, local insurance salesman, 
has worked very hard on the key rate 
situation in Hondo. Last August Crow 
led several other Hondo residents in a 
combustible roof survey. Results of the 
survey show that Hondo can reduce 
rates some. He acquired a fire insur­ 
ance representative from San Antonio 
to make a study of Hondo and their 
needs to reduce key rates. The insur­ 
ance man said Hondo 
could 
reduce 
rates by at least 14 cents. 
The City Council has discussed these 
matters openly. 
They are very much 
concerned since the smaller community 
of Cryptal City has a key rate of 42 
cents. 
The stage is set — all w e need now 
is some action!
